D ispute 
Between 
the Government 
A gent And the Flourney Company 
Has Reached a Climax—Wholesale 
Murder Would Follow a Killing By 
the Indian Police—In North Dakota 


Pender, Neb., April 30.—Sheriff Mullin 
openly declared yesterday if a single 
w hite settler w as m urdered fey Indian 
police while resisting eviction before 
the courts settled the W innebago res­ 
ervation m atter it m eant annihilation 
of the W innebagos. 
He sjLid he had 
letters from hundreds of men all over 
T hu rsto n county and even from other 
counties who volunteered their 
serv­ 
ices to assist in wiping out every Indian 
on the reservation if a single w hite set­ 
tle r w as killed. 
Sheriff M ullin added 
th a t if Capt. Beck persisted in forcing 
trouble before the courts settled the 
subject he would take a posse of suf­ 
ficient num erical stren g th to invade the 
agency and he w'ould a rre st Coot. Beck. 
The sheriff expressed the belief th at 
C apt. Beck would not dare attem pt a n ­ 
other m ovem ent w ith any hope of suc­ 
cess unless by the aid of troops. 
The refusal of Federal Judges Dundy 
and R iner a t Lincoln to g ran t a m an­ 
d ato ry injunction requiring the ten an ts 
of the Flournoy Live Stock and Real 
E sta te Com pany to vacate the Indian 
lan d s they claim on the W innebago 
reservation has brought the dispute to 
a clim ax. 
A gent Beck 
a t once 
an ­ 
nounced his intention of continuing 
evictions of those ten an ts who hold by 
v irtu e of leases effected w ith the In ­ 
d ian s w ithout the consent and sanction 
of the agent. This will doubtless lead 
to bloodshed, as the people of T hurston 
county are divided into factions over 
th e trouble existing between the Indian 
agent and the Flournoy com pany, and 
feeling has been running high up there 
for some time. 
U nder holdings of tho federal judges 
th e order issued last M arch by Judge 
S anborn of the northern district w as 
continued in force until fu rth er orders 
of th e court. 
This simply forbade the 
F lournoy com pany and those who hold 
upon sim ilar leases from m aking any 
new leases. The ones now held by the 
F lournoy Com pany will expire Ja n u ary 
I. 1896. It has been held by one of the 
federal courts th a t the sanction of the 
ag en t is necessary to the validity of a 
lease m ade by an Indian of his land. 
U nder this ruling Agent Beck proposes 
to proceed w ith the evictions.

Young, the janitor at the court house, 
killed his wife and then shot himself 
this morning. 
Dubuque, Iowa, April 30.—A wild-eyed 
m an entered the Iowa T ru st and Sav­ 
ings bank a t ll o’clock yesterday m orn­ 
ing and afte r peering through the tell­ 
er’s window began w ith a club sm ash­ 
ing in the glass of the counter, behind 
which were gold, silver and currency. 
The only persons present were Cashier 
Jam es Allison, nephew of the senator; 
A ssistant C ashier M aurice Brown, and 
Clerks Nelson and His. It w as believed 
an attem p t w as being m ade to raid the 
bank, and Mr. Brown prom ptly raised 
his gun and fired at the assailant, bring­ 
ing him to the floor. 
The shot w as 
plainly 
heard for a 
block, and an imm ense crowd gathered. 
The patrol was called and the wounded 
man taken to the hospital, where it was 
said 
he 
would 
recover. 
His nam e 
is Leonard Suess. 
He was born and 
raised in Dubuque and is a graduate 
of the high school and the comm ercial 
college. 
He is believed to be of u n ­ 
sound mind. 
F or some tim e past he 
has been engaged in peddling poultry 
and eggs. 
A day or two since he told 
his m other he was bound to have money 
in some way, no m atter how he got it. 
A fter the shooting Suess said he was 
the victim of nervous prostration and 
had no desire to rob the bank. He only" 
w anted to get into the hospital to be 
treated, and the only way to get there 
was to do som ething desperate.

p retex t is Indian claim s to a large tra c t 
of land in the Devil’s Lake district of 
w hich the U nited S tates has assum ed 
title but to which it is generally con­ 
ceded the Indians had certain tre a ty 
rights. 
Am erican 
Indians 
and 
half-breeds 
seem satisfied to aw ait the delibera­ 
tions of the U nited States com m ission­ 
ers in settling the question, but the Ca­ 
nadian half-breeds, whose claim is de­ 
nied and seems to be w' lout 
equity, 
p ersist in asserting claim, disturbing 
settlers, exciting Am erican half-breeds, 
com m itting tim ber depredations, 
and 
going even to the extent of burning 
houses, in their own district, creating 
shiftleness and disrespect of law. They 
use the pure bloods as cat’s paw s so as 
to give the affair the appearance of ju s­ 
tice to the Indians. 
There can be no 
doubt as to the existence of the deplor­ 
able state of affairs and the necessity 
of prom pt and vigorous action. 
M ar­ 
shal C ronan Intends to lay the m atter 
before Judge Thom as and request an 
order for the use of the m ilitia, as the 
circum stances clearly indicate a situ ­ 
ation w ith which civil au th o rity Is u n ­ 
able to cope. 


W arning C oncerning C ondition o f E pinal 


R eservoir H ad B een G iven. 
P aris, April 30.—The Epinal reservoir, 
the b ursting of which caused the de­ 
struction of over $10,000,000 w orth 
of 
property and the loss of more th an IOO 
lives, had a superficial area of 3,000,000 
square feet. In 1884 a large fissure in the 
rn ov.— 
■ m ajn <jam developed. This w as filled 
all available [wUh cem ent and oak beam s. 
In 1885 the feed canal bu rst 
above 
Bouzey and carried aw ay a length of 
sixty feet. 
Several 
houses w’ere de­ 
stroyed on this occasion, but no lives 
were lost. Some tim e before this an In­ 
spector of roads and bridges announced 
th a t the condition of the dam w as d an ­ 
gerous and notified the people of Bou­ 
zey to w atch for a possible disaster. 
In 1892 there w’as a second accident to 
the wall near Epinal. D uring two years 
the wall of the dam, which should have 
been straight, has shown a bulge to the 
extent of about three feet. The chief 
engineer of roads and bridges who di­ 
rected the building of the dam, had 
great difficulty w ith his colleagues in 
order to carry out his plan of a straig h t 
dam instead of a curved one. 
This shape of the dam is now given 
as the cause of the accident, but there 
is a possibility th a t th e disaster was 
caused by the illness for fifteen days of 
the inspector who w’as charged w ith the 
supervision of the dam.

The Governments 
At Washington, 
Londo i and Managua Are Consi­ 
dering the Terms of Peace As a 
Compromise—Zelaya Will Proba 
bly Submit—The Cable News. 


M anagua, 
N icaragua, 
April 
30.—A 
proposition of comprom ise and imme­ 
diate evacuation of Corinto by the B rit­ 
ish is now under consideration between 
W ashington, London, and the au th o r­ 
ities here. 
The proposition em braces 
the following essential points: 
I F irst—N icaragua is to pay $77,500 at 
London w ithin two weeks. 
Second—The B ritish forces are to be 
im m ediately w ithdraw n from Corinto 
w ithout w aiting for the two weeks to 
elapse. 
T hird—A mixed commission of arb i­ 
tratio n is to pass on the dem ands of 
England in excess of the $77,500 claim, 
such commission to be constituted in 
a m anner satisfactory 
to the United 
S tates and N icaragua. 
The foregoing term s, it Is believed, 
will be accepted by President Zelaya 
and his cabinet. 
It is understood the 
suggestion of settlem ent came from the 
N icaragua representative at W ashing­ 
ton , and it is believed such an ad ju st­ 
m ent would be i greeable to the United 
States authorities. 
If N icaragua’s ac 
ceptance is given the proposition w’ill 
be urged on the London foreign office, 
and it is believed it will be accepted. 
Among the N icaraguan troops and 
populace the greatest excitem ent pre 
vails and the 
feeling against 
G reat 
B ritain is increasing in bitterness every 
hour. 
The British consulate in this 
city rem ains under guard in view of the 
rioting and stone-throw ing which have 
already occurred and in anticipation of 
fu rth er trouble. 
In spite of reports to 
thg contrary the people of N icaragua 
uphold 
tile governm ent and indorse 
the stand which it has taken against 
G reat B ritain, and although N icaragua 
m ay eventually be compelled to pay 
the indem nity dem anded it is believed 
the trade of G reat B ritain with N icar­ 
agua and other C entral Am erican re­ 
publics will suffer in consequence of the 
B ritish fleet at Corinto. 
British Minis­ 
ter Gosling denies Britain w ants to pos­ 
sess any part of N icaragua. The press 
here argues the taking of Corn Island 
by England would be a dir?ct violation 
of the Bulwer-Clayton treaty. A riotous 
disposition is beginning to be displayed. 
At San Ju an del Bur the natives are 
collecting In mobs and threaten an up­ 
rising if the English land.

The biennial report of the state 
"board of control has just been issued 
and gives some interesting facts in re 
gard to the State School for the Blind. 
During the year 1S94 the to tal enroll* 
xnent of scholars was 130. 
Of these, 
three graduated, one was honorably 
dismissed 
and 
twenty-six 
were 
dropped. When the school was started 
in 1849 it had but six pupils and each 
year has shown an increase until last 
year the attendance was 130 as above 
stated. 
The pupils come from every county 
in the state and among them are six 
pupils 
from 
Janesville 
they 
being 
Roy 
Carter, 
Frank Hay aer 
Jessie Foster, Sarah McGee, M argaret 
McGrath and Carrie M. Palmer. Four 
others from Rock county are also pu­ 
pils, they being A rthur W hitney of 
Edgerton, Charles W utstrock of Foot­ 
ville, Elizabeth Emerson of Hanover 
nod Minnie 
O'Connor of Edgerton. 
The net expenses of the year was 
$27,049 25. 
Milwaukee county leads 
In the num ber of pupils w ith twenty- 
three, while Rock comes next 
with 
ten, and several counties have but one 
pupil each. 
Sixty-live of the pupils 
enrolled are girls and 6ixty-five are 
boys. 


S u p erin ten d en t P ease's R eport. 
Superintendent Pease in his report 
says th at the general health of the 
school was rem arkably 
good. 
The 
increase in attendance he attributes to 
the work of the school becoming bet­ 
te r known through the kindness of the 
newspapers and postmasters and oth­ 
ers who could spread the word broad 
cast.

He en­ 
tered the service at 18, and in his first bat­ 
tu? raptured a stand of colors. Numerous 
deists of personal valor and of knightly 
gallantry in which he figured as a hero ap­ 
pear in tht* chronicles of his times. Ho 
died in battle, and when he fell the cause 
was lost. 
162d—Francis Xavier de Lavalle Montmorenci, 
first Canadian Bornan Catholic bishop, born 
iii Lavalle, France; died 17oS. 
1632—John Count do Tilly, famous Imperialist 
soldier in the Thirty Years’ war, died. 
1662— Mary II of England, consort of William 
of Orange, born; died 1(194.

The country is cursed with two evils 
as the result of democratic ascendency, 
the first and most disastrous, free 
trade, the second, free silver agita­ 
tion.

and support in ease and idleness the 
great mass of unemployed humanity. 
That such a theory should become 
popular, under such conditions is very 
natural. Like the drowning man every 
straw of

relief, was eagerly grasped in the vain 
hope that somehow, in some undefin­ 
able way, prosperity and plenty would 
be restored. 
Just how these great 
blessings would be brought about by 
free coinage is a mystery that no one 
has attempted to explain. 
Labor of 
some kind, the only equivalent for 
money of any kind, does not seem to 
merit consideration. 
Only give us 
free silver with an emphasis on the 
“ free”’ ard democracy will be respon­ 
sible for the result. 
Open up the sil­ 
ver mines of the west, authorize the 
government to borrow gold enough of 
Jew bankers across the water to buy 
the bullion produced, make it up in 
412 grain doses and stamp it a dollar; 
insult the author of honesty with the 
title “ In God we trust” buy a va­ 
cant 
lot 
in 
Washington 
and 
cover it with safety vaults, and some 
fine morning the whole country will 
wake up with plenty of money, and 
every 
want 
supplied. The 
most 
damnable heresy that ever cursed an 
intelligent nation. 
If every country 
bank in the land, and every cross 
roads postoffice, each had a million 
silver 
dollars 
on 
deposit 
there 
wouldn’t be any more money in circu­ 
lation than there is today, unless the 
depositories were robbed, and 
the 
bandits spent a few dollars in getting 
over into Canada. 
The trouble with the country is not 
a scarity of money. 
It is simply lack 
o! employment of both labor and capi­ 
tal.

about

There is just as much money in the 
country today as there was then; t! e 
trouble is, it is not in circulation, be­ 
cause it is not in demand. 
Manufac 
turing industries that paid it out sc 
freely, if operating at all, are running 
light, with pay rolls averaging less 
than half what they did two two years 
ago. All avenues of business that were 
money distributers when times were 
good, show retrenchment and shrink­ 
age. 
Underlying this demoralization 
and these unhealthy conditions, is the 
one prime evil, for which democratic 
stupidity is responsible, and that is 
the free trade heresy, inaugurated two 
years ago, It was a blow at American

be remedied before 189*, and that will 
result in flooding the American mar­ 
kets with the product of half-starved 
foreign labor and blotting out, as it 
has already done, American indus­ 
tries.

with the statem ent th a t the suit had 
been taken below the regular prices, 
and th a t the tailors ought so stand a 
part of the reduction in order to ob­ 
tain the work. 
W hen the other firms 
heard of this they brought the m atter 
to the attention of the union, and a 
a special meeting of the 
union 
was 
held at Central labor hall last even­ 
ing, and another meeting was held at 
the same place this 
morning at 
o’clock, the session continuing until 
noon, and all, or nearly all, the jour 
neymen tailors in the city attending. 
The men are very reticent as to w hat 
transpired in the meeting, but it is 
known 
th a t the 
special 
business 
was 
to 
consider 
w hat 
steps

in regard to the 
m atter, as the other firms insisted 
either th a t the union m aintains the 
regular wage scale or subm it to the 
same cut all around.

SAIAH stands head’ 
and s h o u l d e r s 
above the other Old 
Testam ent authors 
in 
vivid 
descrip­ 
tiveness of Christ. 
Other prophets give 
an outline of our 
Saviour’s features. 
Some of them pre­ 
sent, 
as it were, 
the side 
face 
of 
Christ ;others a bust 
of Christ; but Isaiah gives us the full 
length portrait of Christ. Other Scrip­ 
ture writers excel in some things. Eze­ 
kiel more weird, David more pathetic. 
Solomon more epigram m atic, Habak- 
kuk more sublime; but when you want 
to see Christ coming out from the gates 
of prophecy in all his grandeur and 
glory, you involuntarily turn to Isaiah. 
So th a t if the prophecies in regard to 
Christ might be called the “Oratorio 
of the Messiah,” the writing of Isaiah 
is the “Hallelujah Chorus,” where all 
the batons wave and all the trum pets 
come in. Isaiah was not a m an picked 
up out of insignificanse by inspiration. 
He was known and honored. Josephus 
and Philo, and Sirach extolled him in 
their writings. W hat Paul was among 
the apostles, Isaiah w as 
among 
the 
prophets. 
My text finds him standing 
on 
a 
m ountain of inspiration, looking out in­ 
to the future, beholding 
Christ 
ad­ 
vancing and anxious 
th a t 
all 
men 
m ight know' him; his voice rings dow'n 
the ages: “Seek ye the Lord wrhile he 
m ay be found.” ”Oh,” says some one, 
“ th at was for olden times.” No, my 
hearer. If you have traveled in other 
lands you have taken a circular letter 
of credit from some banking house in 
New' York, and in St. Petersburg or 
Venice, or Rome, or Melbourns, or Cal­ 
cutta, you presented th at letter 
and 
got financial help immediately. And I 
w ant you to understand th at the text, 
instead of being appropriate for one 
age, or for one land, is a circular letter 
for all ages .and for all 
lands, 
and 
wherever it is presented for help, the 
help comes: “Seek ye the Lord while 
he m ay be found.” 
I come today with no hairspun theor­ 
ies of religion, with no nice distinctions, 
w ith no elaborate disquisition; but with 
an urgent call to personal religion. The 
gospel of Christ is a powerful medicine: 
it either kills or cures. There are those 
who say, “I would like to become a 
Christian. I have been w aiting a good 
while for the right kind of influences to 
come;” and still you are waiting. You 
are wiser in worldly things than you 
are in religious things. I t you w ant to 
get to Albany, you go to the Grand 
Central 
depot, or to the 
steam boat 
w harf, and, having got your ticket, you 
do not sit dowm on the w harf or sit in 
the depot; you get aboard the boat or 
train. And yet there are men who say 
they 
are waiting 
to get to heaven— 
waiting, waiting, but not w’ith intelli­ 
gent waiting, or they would get on 
board the line of Christian influences 
th a t would bear them into the kingdom 
of God. 
Now you know' very well th at to seek 
a thing is to search for it with earnest 
endeavor. If you w ant to see a certain 
m an in this city, and there is a m atter 
of $10,000 connected w’ith your seeing 
him, and you can not a t first find him, 
you do not give up the search. 
You 
look in the directory, but can not find 
the name; you go in circles where you 
think, perhaps, he m ay mingle, and. 
having found the p art of the city where 
he lives, but perhaps not knowing the 
street, 
you go 
through street 
after 
street, and from bk>ck to block, and 
you keep on searching for weeks ahi! 
months. 
You say: 
“It is a m atter of $10,000 
w hether I see him or not.” 
Oh, that 
men were as persistent in seeking for 
Christ! Had you one half th at persist- 
t nee you would long ago have found 
him who 
is the joy 
of the forgiven 
spirit. W e m ay pay our debts, we may 
attend 
church, 
we m ay relieve 
the 
poor, we m ay be public 
benefactors, 
and yet all our life disobey the text, 
never seek God, never 
gain heaven. 
Oh, th a t the spirit of God would helc 
me, while I try to show' you, in carry ­ 
ing out the idea of my text, first, how 
to seek the Lord, and in the next place, 
when to seek him. 
I rem ark, in the first place, you are to 
seek the Lord through earnest and be­ 
lieving prayer. God is not an autocrat 
or a despot seated on a throne, w'ith his 
arm s resting on brazen lions, and a 
sentinel pacing up and down at the 
foot of 
the throne. 
God 
is a father 
seated in a bower, waiting for his chil­ 
dren to come and climb on his knee, 
and get his kiss and Ijis benediction. 
Pray er is the cup w'ith which we go to 
the “fountain of living w'ater,” and dip 
up refreshm ent 
for our thirsty soul. 
Grace does not come to the heart as we 
set a cask at the corner of the house to 
catch the rain in the shower. 
It is a 
pulley fastened to the throne of God, 
w'hich we pull, bringing the blessing. 
I do not care so much w hat posture 
you take in prayer, nor how' large an 
am ount of voice you use. 
You might 
get dow'n on your face before God, if 
you did not pray right inwardly, there 
w'ould be no response. 
You m ight cry 
at the top of your voice, and unless 
you had a believing spirit within, your 
cry would not go further up than the 
shout of a plow-boy to his oxen. P ray er 
m ust be 
believing, 
earnest, 
loving. 
You are in your house some sum m er 
day, and a show er comes up, and a bird, 
affrighted, d arts into the window', and 
w’heels about the room. 
You seize it. 
You smooth its ruffled plumage. You 
feel its 
fluttering 
heart. 
You say, 
“ Poor 
thing, 
poor 
thing!” 
Now', a 
prayer goes out of the storm of this 
world into the window of God’s mercy, 
and he catches it, and he feels its flut­ 
tering pulse, and he puts it in his own 
bosom of affection and safety. Prayer 
is a w'arm, ardent, pulsating exercise. 
It is an electric battery w hick, touched, 
thrills to the throne of God! 
It is the 
diving-bell in which we go down into 
the depths of God s mercy and bring up 
“ pearls of great price.” 
There was an 
instance where prayer made the waves 
o f the Gennesaret solid as stone pave­ 
ment. Oh, how m any wonderful things 
forayer has accomplished! 
H ave you 
ever tried it? 
In the days when the 
Scotch 
Covenanters were 
persecuted, 
and the enemies were after them. onrt 
o f the head men am one the C ovenarfer« 
prayed! “Oh# Lord, we be as dead 


men unless thou shalt help us! 
Oh, 
Lord, throw the lap of thy cloak over 
these poor things!” 
And instantly a 
Scotch mist enveloped and hid the per­ 
secuted 
from their 
persecutors—the 
p ro m ise literally fulfilled: “While they 
are yet speaking I will hear.” 
H ave you 
ever tried 
the power of 
prayer? God says: “He is loving, and 
faithful, and patient.” 
Do you believe 
th at? 
You are told th at Christ came 
to save sinners. 
Do you believe th at? 
You are told th at all you have to do to 
get the pardon of the gospel is to ask 
for it. Do you believe th at? Then come 
to him and say: 
“Oh, LoFd! 
I know 
thou canst not lie. 
Thou hast told me 
to come for pardon, and I could get it. 
I come. Lord. 
Keep thy promise, and 
liberate my captive soul.” 
Oh, that you might have an alta r in 
the parlor, in the kitchen, in the store, 
in the barn, for Christ w'ill be willing 
to come again to the m anger to hear 
prayer. 
He would come to your place 
of business, as he confronted Matthew, 
the tax commissioner. 
If a m easure 
should come before congress th at you 
thought would ruin the nation, how 
you would send in petitions and remon­ 
strances! 
And 
yet there 
has 
been 
enough sin in your heart to ruin it for­ 
ever, and you have never rem onstrated 
or petitioned against it. 
If your phys­ 
ical health failed, 
and you 
had 
the 
means, you w'ould go and spend the 
sum m er in Germany, and the winter 
in Italy, and you would think it a very 
cheap outlay if you had to go all round 
the earth to get back 
your physical j 
health. 
Have 
you m ade 
any effort, 
any 
expenditure, 
any 
exertion 
for 
your immortal and spiritual health? 
Oh, that you might now begin to seek 
after God with earnest prayer. 
Some 
of you have been working for years and 
years for the support of your families. 
Have you given one half day to the , 
W'orking out of your salvation with fear 
and trembling? 
You came 
here with 
an earnest purpose, I take it, as I have 
come hither with an earnest purpose, 
and we meet face to face, and I tell 
you, first of all, if you W’an t to find the 
Lord, you m ust pray, ajid pray, and 
pray. 
| 
I rem ark again, you m ust seek the 
Lord through Bible study. 
The Bible 
is the newest book in the w'orld. 
Oh, 
you 
say. “it Was made 
hundreds of 
J ears 
a<,o, 
and the learned 
men of 
King Jam es translated it hundreds of 
years ago.” I confute th a t idea by tell­ 
ing you it is not five m inutes old, when 
God, by his blessed spirit, retranslates 
it into the heart. 
If you will, In the 
seeking of the way 
of life through 
scripture study, implore God’s light to 
fall upon the page, you will find th at 
these promises are not one second old, 
and th at they drop straight from the 
throne of God into your heart. * * • 
Oh, my friends! if you merely w ant to 
i study the laws of language, do not go 
to the Bible. It was not m ade for that. 
Take “Howe's Elem ents of Criticism”— 
it will be better than the Bible for that. 
If you w ant to study metaphysics, bet­ 
t e r than the Bible will be the writings 
( of William Hamilton. But if you w'ant 
J to know how to have sin pardoned, and 
at last to gain the blessedness of heav­ 
en, search the scriptures, “for in them 
ye have eternal life.”

The em barrassm ents are all the time 
increasing. The hosts of darkness are 
recruiting, and the longer you post­ 
pone this m atter the deeper the path 
will become. I ask those men who are 
before me new whether in the ten or 
fifteen years they have passed in the 
postponement of these m atters, 
they 
have come any nearer God or heaven? 
I would not be afraid to challenge this 
whole audience, so far as they m ay not 
have found the peace of the gospel, in 
regard to the m atter. Your hearts, you 
are willing frankly to tell me, are be­ 
coming harder and harder, and th at if 
you come to Christ it will be more of 
an undertaking now than it ever would 
have been before. The throne of judg­ 
ment w’ill soon be set; and, if you have 
anything to do toward your eternal sal­ 
vation, you had better do it now, for 
the redemption of your soul is precious, 
and it eeaseth forever.
